Curious Research Work 
by Scientists. 


DIVING D ; DEPTHS. 


Few people realise the immense 
ameunt of research work that is 
being carried out by the Medical 
Research Council, not only at the 
National Institute at Hampstead 
and the farm laboratories at Mill 
Hill, but by means of grants to 
scientific workers at the universi- 
ties: and other. centres throughout 
Britain. 

Towards this work Parliament 
provides a grant-in-aid of £148,000 
& year, 

Nearly 30 different committees 
(writes an Evening News cor- 
respondent) are at work on special 
inquiries ranging from human 
nutrition to distemper in dogs, and 
radlology to face structure and 
what is known as “dead hand.” 

One interesting industrial in- 
quiry Is that into the strength of 
workers in various occupations. 
Through facilities given by certain 
large firms and the trade unions 
concerned 10,000 men are being 
examined not only for general 
physique, as represented by an- 
thropometric . measurements, but 
algo by tests of strength. 


Gunnery Fitness, 
Other tests are being carried 


‘out among men in the Navy, Army, 


‘and Air Force to estimate personal 
fitness for’ particular occupations, 
and study the human factors that 
make for’ proficiency in ‘naval 
gunnery. Army signalling, tank 
work, and ‘flying, as- well. as other 
specialised branches of the ‘fight 
ing Services.

Long Listeners. 

Another investigation more oF 
less adsociated with noise is that 
of Mr. F. C. Bartlett at Cambridge 
on the effects of long periods of 
listening upon the sense of hear- 
ing. This is of value in the selec- 
tlon and retaining of listeners. for 
anti-aircraft defence, and may 
possibly prove of some importance 
to the vast army of listeners‘ cater- 
ed for by the B.B.C. 

Sir Leonard Hil] ia applying the 
knowledge gained by. experiments 
in breathing pure oxygen to the 
problems of diving at great depths 
—a subject which greatly interests | 
the Deep Diving Committee of the 
Admiralty. ‘ 

It was found during Sir 
Leonard’s experiments that from 
one-third to one-fourth of the total 
nitrogen present in the body ap- 
appears to be removed in the first 
five minutes of deep oxygen 
breathing, and this amount may be 
increased by exercise by a further 
20 to 50 per cent. 

The poisonous effects of oxygen 
at excessive pressure has long been 
under Investigation, and  con- 
sideration is now. being given to 
the use of air partially. deprived of 
oxygen for supply to divers under 
the high preasures caubed by great 
depths. 

Mountain Life. 

“Preliminary experiments have’. 
shown the possibility of exposing 
animals under these conditions, to 
pressures equivalent to a diving 
dopth of 360 feet, and practical 
diving trials are being made. 

Life at.. high altitudes has 
similarly. been jnvestigated by ex- 
periments on mice, which, showed 
that they cannot live healthily

Improbable Story. 

When questioned, the defendant 
told a highly improbable story of 
how the rikisha coolie had tried 
to snatch some notes from his 
hand when he was paying his Tare, 
and further alleged that 
coolie’s injuries were caused by 
his falling down and striking his 
head on the railings. + 

He was ordered to pay $10 com- 
pensation to the rikisha man, and 
fined $5 for the assault, or three 
weeks’ jail,
